Learn the many techniques 
and methods of editing digital 
images through Adobe. 

Visual Language II 

Learn the practical applications of 
the 6 visual language principles, 
hierarchy, balance, rhythm, scale, 
proportion and movement. Learn to 
present the mood you wish to 
express. 

Creative Problem Solving I 

Train your right brain to increase 
your ability to think creatively. 
Explore the various creative 
techniques used to generate ideas 
and problem solve. Learn how to 
analyze problems and apply creative 
solutions.

This course builds on the design and 
graphic presentation skills learned in 
Interior Design I and II and introduce 
the fundamentals of commercial 
design. Students will explore the 
various spheres of commercial 
design through a mixed use term 
project.
